CHICAGO COUNCIL 
BARS ‘DEATH CUP’ 


Passes Ordinance... Against 
Germ Breeder, to Go Into 


Effect in 90 Days. 


END STRENUOUS CRUSADE 


The common drinking cup will be outlawed 
in Chicago on Aug. 6. 

The aldermen last night passed an ordi- 
nance forbidding the public drinking cup, and 
it becomes a law ninety days from date. 

Owing to the absence of Chairman W. R. 
Parke: of the health committee, Ald. Cari. 
T Murray, author of the bill, called it up 
for passage and it went into the omnibus. 
Ad. Coughlin wanted to knoy if it would 
afect the home drinking cup and was assured 
it would not. 

Enforcement of the ordinance will remove a 
source of much contagious disease in Chi- 
cago. All cups and glasses found in schoous, 
office bulldings, department stores, physi- 
ciuns’ reception rooms, and the like must 
gt, and a more sanitary method found of 
quenching the people’s thirst. 


Ordinance Suggests No Remedy. 

No remedy is prescribed by the ordinance 
Ald. Murray considering it sufficient to forbid 
the public drinking cup, and let the people 
adopt bubbling fountains, paper cups, or 
whatever suited their fancy and the law's 
purpose. 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston in an address before 
the Chicago Medical society's Saturday even- 
ing public lectures, said the cups in doctors’ 
outer offices were the greatest disease breed- 
ers in the city by reason of thirsty patients 
transferring and acquiring germs of different 
diseases. 

The serious condition of local affairs was 
proven recently by the health department 
when scrapings from cups and glasses from 
two schools and two railway depots killed 
as many guinea pigs from diphtheria and 
pus infection, while à dozen others were made 
seriously {li from abcesses. 

The board of education has Installed the 
bubbling fountain in many of the public 
schools and will have all fitted before autumn 


Courts to Define “Death Cup.” 

The death cup ’’ ordinance promises to be 
farreaching in its effects, and legal decisions 
on what constitutes a public drinking cup or 
glass are likely to be sought when enforce- 
ment begins. Dr. F. O. Tonney, bacteriolo- 
gist of the health department, in testifying 
before the council health committee sald a 
glass should be rinsed in hot water before a 
second usage. Although this is not in the 
ordinance, it may constitute a guiding post 
for prosecutions in many instances. 

The ordinance will not only abolish the 
danger of children transmitting germs to fel- 
low pupils through the school cup but ts cal- 
culated to abolish similar abuses in the city’s 
factories, offices, and stores. 


Must Maintain Sanitary Conditions, 

Churches, too, that possess water coolers 
will have toAnaugurate a new scheme for 
thirsty parishioners, and the theater ushers 
who pass water between the acts will have 
to become glass washers bet ween servings in 
order to maintain sanitary conditions.

CANAL YIELDS UP 
BODY OF MISSING 
ELSIE PAROUBEK 


Descriptions Tally Exactly, but 
Father Awalts Mother's 
Full Identification. 


FOUND AT DAM IN LOCKPORT 


Child Believed Kid naped by Gypsies 
Thought to Have Fallen Into 
Drainage Stream. 


SEE END OF A MONTH'S SEARCH 


Tieutenant Costello of the Hinman street 
station went to the humble residence of 
Frank Paroubek, 2820 Albany avenue, last 
evening. He was met by Mrs. Paroubek. 

We think we've found little Elsie,” he 
paid. 

Me drahe ditte!”’ cried the mother. She 
seized the policeman and shook him vie- 
lontly. Alive—alive?” she screamed the 
question at him, 

* Drowned.” 

And so a search for a little girl, supposed to 
have been kidnaped, in which the whole 
middle west has been intensely interested 
since April 8, has probably been brought to 
a close. 

There is a mere vestige of chance that the 
body’ may not be that ot Elsle. When the 
father gazed on the- body of the little girlin 
Goodale’s undertaking shop at Lockport at 
midnight he said he wasn't sure. 

“The clothes look like Elsie’s,” he said. 
But the face-—I can’t recognize it. Her 
mother alone can tell.“ 

And so it was decided to take Mrs. Parou- 
bek to Lockport this morning. Upon her 
word will depend the identification. 


Think Elsie Is Found. 

Others who saw the body taken from the 
drainage canal at the Lockport dam at dusk 
thought it mystery of the child's 
disappearance had been solved. The descrip- 
tlon tallied to the shade of the hair, the tex- 
ture of the stockings, and the stuff and tint in 
the dress of little Elsie. 

The body was seen floating on the surface 
of the canal by employés of the power plant 
and a boatload of men brought it to the shore. 
Undertaker Goodale was called and after he 
had viewed the body said he thought it was 
Elsie Paroubek. 

Police tn Chicago were notified, and the 
father. accompanied by Detective Costello, 
left for Lockport at a late hour. 


Body Hurt but Slightly, 

Those who recovered the body from the 
canal reported that it was that of a light 
haired girl, between 5 and 7 years of age. 
dressed in a dark red dress of one piece. 
The child had worn black laced shoes and 
black stockings, and it was the opinion of 
the undertaker that the body had been in the 
water for several weeks, although only 
slightly decomposed. There was no hat upon 
the drowned gir! 

Electrical Engineer George Scully had been 
making an examination of the screen guards 
near the power plant when he saw the body. 
He was able, with the aid of some as- 
sistants, to man a boat in time to prevent the 
body from being battered against the gates 


Descriptions Tally Exactly. 

Doubt as to the identity of the body was 
removed, in the opinion of the police, when 
Goodale, who had been interested in the facts 
surrounding the disappearance of the little 
Paroubek girl and hed read much about 
them, made the following statement: 

“The body appears to have been in the 
water about a month, which would tally with 
the date of Elsie Paroubex s disappearance. 
The child? when she left home, wes with- 
out hat, and her clothing tallies in every 
respect with that found on the dead body. 
There was no ring or other ornament, and 
in that respect the descriptions correspond 
Excepting only as to the color of the eyes, 
which cannot be clearly observed as to color, 
the descriptions are identical.” 


Remarkable Search Was Made. 

The search for Elsie Paroubek is one of the 
things that will be long remembered in Chi- 
cago. In behalf of the parents of this small 
child the governor of Illinois, the mayor of 
Chicago, women's clubs, civic societies, and 
members of the bench have had each an indi- 
viduad part. 

The girl's disappearance was so much like 
that of the kidnaped Lillian Wolff in detail 
that the belief that she, too, had been kid- 
naped became almost universal. 

Hardly a gypsy camp in any place in the 
states contiguous to Illinois or in this state 
itself escaped raid or search. Time after 
time gypsies were accused—the father would 
be hurried away to look at a child believed 
to be his, only to turn sadly away. 


Led Away by Music. 

Elsie toddled out of the rear door of her 
parents’ residence at 2320 South Albany ave- 
nue on April 8. 

„ Going to auntle's. she said to her mother. 
Her aunt, Mrs. Frank Trampota, resides at 
2825 South Troy street. 

Elsie made her way to Twenty-second 
street, turned west to Troy street, and started 
for her aunt's residence, when she was at- 
tracted by the music of a hurdy-gurdy in the 
street. With several other girls, one of whom 
was her cousin, Josie Trampota, she followed 
the Italian. He stopped near Twenty-third 
street. The other girls left Elsie standing 
near him. 

The drainage canal was eight blocks south 
of the spot. When last seen, Elsie was walk- 
ing toward the canal in South Troy street, a 
half block south of her aunt’s residence. 

Several hours later Elsie's mother went to 
Mrs. Trampota's house to ask about her. The 
search began here and at 9 o'clock that night 
the police of the Hinman street station were 
asked to lend their aid in trying to find the 


little girl. 
Her description was sent to all the police

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DRUGGED SMOKE 
FELLS FIREMEN 


More than Fifty Overcome 
by Noxious but: Enticing 
Fumes in Stubborn 
Loop Blaze. 


EIGHT GO TO HOSPITALS. 


Strange Vapor Draws Men Back 
Into Danger Zone Time Aft- 
er Time When Hard- 
ly Conscious. 


More than fifty firemen were overcome by 
smoke, mixed with a noxious and semi-in- 
toxicating gas, in a $25,000 fire yesterday 
afternoon in the Merchants building, 156 
West Washington street. Some of the men 
were carried unconscious from the basement 
only to dash back, in spite of the entreaties of 
their comrades, before they had been more 
va balf restored to the use of their facul- 

Tt was the most perilous blase the depart- 
mem has had to face since the stockyards 


disaster in which Chief James Horan and 


twenty-one of his men were killed. 


Hight Taken to Hospitals. 

Fight of the victims were treated at the 
Iroquois Memoria! hospital, 87 Market street, 
end at the Chicago Hye and Har hospital. 
The condition of two of the plucky fighters, 
Walter Coyle of engine company 40 and Wil- 
liam Brunton of engine company 5, was con- 
sidered so serious that they were held in the 
hospitals for further treatment. 

The first alarm was turned in at 8:45 o'clock. 
Frank Boylan, a clerk employed by E. W. 
Harder, stationer, who conducts a shop on 
the ground floor of the building, discovered 
the fire in the basement. 

Passersby saw the engines dash up Wash- 
ington street and noticed the smoke pouring 
from the basement. With picks and axes the 
firemen attacked the sidewalk until several 
passageways had been made and through 
these the smoke poured so thick that for a 
time the lower floors of the building were 


| almost obscured. 


Spectators Get Thrills A-Plenty. 

Ladders were let down into the interior and 
the spectators saw the helmeted heads dis- 
appearing one after another into the smoke. 

But, at that, it didn’t seem thrilling. Smoke 
isn’t half as exciting as flames, and there 
was evident disappointment among the fre 
ane in the crowd. After all it was going to 
be a tame affair, apparently. 

In a minute a fireman came up the ladder. 
He reeled a little, rub@ed his eyes, and gasped 
for breath. Other men came up the ladder, 
but their places were soon filled by fresh re- 
eruits. Suddenly from below came a cry for 
help; the firemen rushed to the ladder and 
carried one of their comrades to the street. 
They laid him on the sidewalk and worked 
his arms and legs to restore respiration. They 
held strong ammonia to his nose and admin- 
istered stimulants, 

After the first man was brought out others 
were carried out in rapid succession. There 
was never a moment from that time on that 
the curb was not lined with fremen. sick and 
stupefied from the fumes. The clang of the 
ambulance bell was constant end city physi- 
clans were soon on the scene. The first to ar- 
rive was Dr. Anthony Weber, who was busy 
from the moment he arrived until after 6 
o'clock, when the companies began to reel up 
their hose. 


Men Fight to Return. 

Men were carried out once, twice, three 
times, only to return stubbornly to their 
dangerous task. Lieut. Joseph Dickman was 
carried out twice and revived. He re- 
turned a third time and fell in the basement. 
Richard Marrick, who was on the ladder, 
grabbed him, when he, too, felt the fumes 
going to his head and cried for help, but 
never released his hold on the lieutenant. 
The two were dragged out. Dickman went 
to the hospita! this time, but Marrick went 
back to his work. 

The basement was flooded. Walter Coyle 
of engine No. 40 was twice overcome. The 
third time he dropped he was unhble to go 
back to the work. Anthony Durkin of the 
same company tried to sustain him from be- 
neath. Coyle, who is a heavy man, fell face 
downward and wap in dangef of drowning 
Durkin got under him to hold him up until 
his own knees became unsteady and he was 
sinking into the water. Fresh firemen, ar- 
riving from above, carried out the two. 


Hero Describes Queer Smoke. 

“ We've ‘edten smoke before,” said Dur- 
kin, “ but we never got anything like that 
There was some kind of chemical in it. It 
was probably something in the storeroom of 
the drug store. You thought you could stand 
it until you got to the bottom. Then you 
toppled over and it wasn't bed at all. You 
were vind of glad it wes happen:ng. Ther 
was some. hing swért and enti-ing a out it.“ 

The remaining members of engine No. #, 
Capt. George Thompon. Tom Redmond, 
Martin Loftus, and William O’Brien, were 
overcome by the fumes and had to be sent to 
their homes. 

Chief Patrick Egan of the First battalion 
and members of trucks 9 and 6 did heroic 
work in carrying out the injured. The chief 
was one of those overcome.

mander, and attacked the town today. 

Of the dead five were struck by stray bul- 
lets while on the streets of El Paso. Twelve 
others were wounded by shots which croased@ 
the international line. 

At sundown the insubordinate rebels were 
thought to have retreated. Later they sent 
a message to Gen. Navarro, leader of the 
federal garrison, demanding the surrender 


of the town. 


Another Attack Imminent. 

It now is believed the rebels did not with- 
draw from the outskirts of the town, but lar 
in hiding walting reinforcements. Having 
received these, jt is wared they will make 
another attack on the town efter midnight 
tonight. 

One feature of the situation which gave 
rise to thie fear is the fact which became 
known that they have notified physicians to 
hold themselves in readiness to treat the 
wounded. 

The sudden desertion of Madero and the 
power which the insubordinate rebels have | 
is belleved to be due to the fact that the 


promise made by President Diaz to retire 


when peace ig restored to Mexico has lost 
ite effect. Most of the rebels, it is said, 
are determined to fight it out despite the 
faith with which Madero accepted the prom 
ise of the president. The ease with which 
they drove back the defenders and gained 
their way into Juarez today inspires con- 
dence they can capture the town in a second 
attack. 


Federal Commander Wants to Talk. 

The federal commander in the meantime 
is trying to arrange a new armistice with 
Gen. Madero. It is known that Madero's ef- 
forts were all that prevented a general attack 
today. 

Madero himself is broken hearted over the 
fact that come of his soldiers could not be 
kept within control. He blames the fede 
erala, however, for the outbreak todey. He 
thinks remecks attributed to Col. Tambour 
of the federal garrison in Juarez, taunting 


that the Gret shote in today’s battle were 
fired by the federais. 
Rebel Advance on Town. 

About a dozen insurrectos were seen te 
emerge from the barren hilis around Juares 
early in the day. They skulked along through 
the shrubbery toward the federal outposts, 
firing repeatedly at a squad of federais 
cooped up in an adobe house. 

The version of the affair given at the Ma- 
dero headquarters is that the federals began 
the engagement. At any rate, the federals 
soon left their adobe stronghold and fled, pur- 
sued by the insurrectos. 

At the head of the insurrecto band was 6 
Canadian, W. H McKenzie. 

Soon after leaving shelter two federals were 
seen to fall. Soon the federais abandoned 
their trenches and the rebels fired intermit- 
tently for a few hours without advancing. 

Federals Use Their Cannon. 

At least, about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the fedtrals brought their artillery into ae 
tion and heavy cannonading began. The fed- 
erals not only shot shrapnel into the insur 
recto advancing force, but far into the out- 
lying forces of the insurrecto camp near 
„Peace Grove where the peace commis- 
sioners were to have met today. 

The insurrectos, however, took advantage 
of the river bank and used it for protection, 
as the federals had been ordered not to shoot 
into EI Paso. 

The insurgents advanced to the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railway bridge, which 
joins Juarez and El Paso, driving the federals 
back into town and taking possession of the 
custom houses. 

Carrying the fight into Juarez, the rebels 
entered the town, and for four hours kept 
up continuous fire. Insurrecto reinforee- 
ments reached the bridge later in the after- 
noon, but did got fire. They withdrew as 
night under orders from their chiefs. 

First American to Fall. 

The first person killed on the American side 
of the line was Antonio Garcia, who wag 
standing 200 yards from the advancing insur- 


rectos across the river. 
A woman sitting on a porch several blocks

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within the city received a bullet in her wrist 
and another in her abdomen. 

About 6 o’clock tonight two unknown Amer- 
icans were killed near the Santa Fé bridge. 

The name of one is supposed to be Camp, 
and his home is said to be in Nebraska, while 
the other had on his person a memorandum 
reading R. H. Ferguson, troop F. Third 
cavalry, Sam Francisco.” 

The names of the others killed have not 
been learned. 

Glen Chesman of Shreveport, La; Mrs. 
Joseph Moorehead, Edmund Heaton, and 
Luis Viflalobas of El Paso were among those 
wounced, but none is fatally hurt. 


Chicagoan Caught in Juarez. 

Five Americans, four of them in the rebel 
army and one a Chicago man, who was 
caught on the Mexican side when the fighting 
started, came to the middle of the Santa Fé 
bridge and asked permission tonight to bring 
gome rebel wounded across. The request 
was denied.

ANXIETY FELT AT WASHINGTON. 
Washington, D. C., May 8.—Unless congress 
takes a hand in the situation the United 
States forces on the Mexican boréer are 
powerless to protect Americans within range 
of bullets falling in and around El Paso from 
Mexican rifles. 

All we can do,“ said Maj. Gen. Wood. 
chief of staff of the army, tonight, “is to 
keep our people out of the danger zone as 
far as possible and protest to the belligerents 
against fring in our direction. Without 
authority from congress the army cannot 
cross the border, no matter what happens.“ 

Administration officials are watching the 
ecnstantly changing situation with deep and 
anxious interest. News that hostilities had 
been resumed was received at the White 
House this afternoon with obvious surprise 
and disappointment. The announcement that 
President Diaz would resign upon the res- 
toration of peace, followed immediately by 
the recall of thewevolutionists’ vanguard on 
march for the City of Mexico, had given rise 
to hope that the worst wasover and peace at 
lest was in sight. 

The president told callers today that he 
believed Diaz's promise would be accepted In 
good faith by the Insurrectos. A manifesto 
to the Mexican people, he thought, would be 
taken as the surest indication that Dias 
would keep his word. And, since this was the 
one thing upon which the revolutionists 
have been most insistent, it was belle ved 
that Madero could not continue fighting. 

The president's attitude as to intervention 
is just what it has been since the troops 
were sent to Texas. Without action of oon- 
giess there can be no intervention. 

Though the state department received prac- 
tically no advices today or tonight, the war 
department is keeping in,close touch with 
El Paso through the army officers. 


DIAZ STAND EXPLAINED. 

Mexico City, May 8.—The manifesto of 
Gen. Diaz, issued last night and posted 
throughout the city this morning, after re- 
lating the details of the reforms already in 
course of enactment or planned, the events 
leadiug up to the negotiations for peace, and 
the appointment of a commissioner by the 
government, was in part as follows: 

„The result of this private initiative was, 
az is known, an agreement for the suspension 
of hostilities concluded between the general 
in command of the federal forces at Juarez 
and the rebel leaders of that region in order 
that, during the truce thus arranged, the 
government might learn the proposed condi- 
tions or bases on which order might be re- 
stored. : | 

“The government named a delegate in the 
person of a distinguished justice of the Su- 
preme court, to whom instructions were given 
conceived in as broad a spirit of liberality 
and concord as was compatible with the dig- 
nity of the republic and the stability of the 
peace which it was sought to bring about. 


Rebel Demands ‘{‘Preposterous.”’ 

“The government's good will and its evi- 
dent desire to make ample concessions and 
afford effective guarantees for the early exe- 
cution of its intentions were, perhaps, tnter- 
preted by the rebel chiefs as signs of weak- 
ness or of slender faith in the justice of its 
cause. Butinany case the negotiations came 
to naught, owing to the preposterousness of 
the demand formulated by the representa- 
tives of the revolutionists as a condition for 
the declaratian of their own terms, a demand 
inconsistent with all ideas of legality. 

“Tf the demand of the revolutionists that 
the president of the republic should resign 
in the midst of the présent difficulties were 
to be allowed, it would expose the nation to 
all the contingencies and dangers of new 
elections, which, according to constitutional 
provisions, would have to be held at once, 
while political passions are in effervescence 
and before order could be reéstablished 
throughout the republic. 

* Again, to fix a given date for the resigna- 
tion would involve the same drawbacks, see- 
ing that it is impossible to foresee when the 
disturbances will end; and, what is still 
worse, such a course would impair the pres- 
tige and authority of the nation's chief at the 
time when those qualities are most needed to 
buttress the political situation, of which 
the mainstays are the sound sense of our 
people and the attitude of the army, whose 
bravery and exemplary conduct hag been a 
source of pride to the republic. 


Only Duty Inspired Diaz. 

“It is not, therefore, a sentiment of per- 
sonal vanity that led the president, to whom 
power has become more than ever a burden 
of bitter contrarieties and immense responsi- 
bilities to refuse to yield to the demand of 
the insurrectos. 

No, it is duty—the supreme duty of bring- 
ing back the country to the sway of law 
and order at any sacrifice, including that of 
his life if necessary. 

Furthermore, to allow the presidency | 
of the republic—the supreme authority in the 
nation—to become the sport of the will and 
pleasure of more or less armed groups, would 
mot certainly conduce to the restoration of 
peace, which here must rest on the respect 
for law, but would open a new and most 
sinister chapter of anarchy in our history, the 
persistence and consequences of which it 
would be impossible to foretell. 

The president of the republic will retire 

from power when his conscience telis him 
that he can do so without giving over the 
country to anarchy, 
The failure of the peace negotiations 
perhaps will entail a renewal and aggrava- 
tion of revolutionary activity. If, unfortu- 
nately, such should be the case, the govern- 
ment will redouble its efforts, relying on the 
loyalty of our heroic army to quell the re- 
bellion. But in order to promptly and ef- 
ficaciously ward off the dangers which 
threaten our social fabric and the country’s 
autonomy, the government needs the support 
of the people's patriotism and cobperating 
efforts. PORFIRIO Diaz.”

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stations in the city and several detectives 
were detailed to investigate the case.. They 
learned that a little girl wearing a red dress 
had been seen in a gypsy wagon in Twenty- 
fifth street. It was remembered that there 
had been several camps of gypsies near Al- 
bany avenue and the drainage canal and they 
were searched. Several of the bands, how- 
ever, had moved. Attempts were made to 
trace them. 


Search Many Gypsy Camps. 

After several days of fruitless searching for 
the girl among the gypsies, Inspector Stephen 
K. Healy on April 14 ordered the drainage 
canal be dragged. In the meantime, however, 
word reached Chicago that a gin answering 
Elsie’s description had been seen near Mo- 
Henry, III., with gypsies, and detectives were 
sent there. Almost before they had reached 
MoHenry, however, another supposed clew 
was found at Round Lake. Gypsy camps at 
both these places were searched without re- 
sult, and the detectives returned to Chicago. 

A short time later Gov. Deneen asked the 
public to aid in the search, and om April 22, at 
a meeting of the Bohemian Charitable asso- 
ciation, a $500 fund was raised. Mayor Har- 
rison at this time took a hand in the search 
and added $25 to the fund to be offered as a 
reward or used in carrying on the work of 
hunting for the little girl. Judge Sabath, a 
few days later, also took up the work and 
held several interviews with the parents. 


Bohemians Join in Search. 

Bohemians all over the city lent what aid 
they could to carry on the search, and neigh- 
bors of the Paroubeks worked unceasingly 
in attempts to find some trace of the girl 

Widespread publicity was given to the case 
and from many cities messages were received 
saying that clews had been found. Elijah 
George, king of the gypsies, was located /at 
Argyle, Wis., and taken in the custody of 
detectives to Joliet at the suggestion of 
William Jones, a convict, who said he 
thought George could tell where the girl 
could be found. The gypsy king, however, 
failed to give the desired information and 
was permitted to rejoin hie band in Wis- 
consin. 

So the search continued until Apri) 25, 
when Inspector Healy, the first oneto turn to 
the drainage canal to hunt for the girl, again 
ordered that it be dragged and ordered a 
search of all wells and other placee into 
which the girl could have fallen. 


Judge Aids in Search. ,

WOULD LET PEDDLER YELL. 


New Ordinance Submitted, but Is Sent 


Back to Committee. 


A quietus was administered last evening to 
the plan of Ald. Henry Utpatel to have the 
city government intervene in the manage- 
ment of the relief fund raised for the families 
of the victim’ of the stockyarde fire of last 
December. 

Ip response to an order of his passed at a 
previous meeting, Corporation Counsel Sex- 
tor. sent to the city council an opinion that 
the trustees of the fubd have full authority 
to control it, subject & the outcome of pend- 
ing court” proceedings, and that the city of 
Chicago, as a municipality, has no interest in 
the:fund or its distribution. 

He also advised the aldermen that Walter 
Hi. Wilson, former city controller, was ap- 
pointed one of the trustees in his personai, 
and not in his official capacity, so that his 
authority to act in the disposition of the relief 
money did not expire with his term of office. 


Sexton Gives Legal Opinion. 

“In my opinion,” wrote Mr. Sexton, the 
committee headed by Mr. Higinbotham has 
ample authority to control the fund in ques- 
tion, subject, however, to the action of the 
Superior court in the pending proceeding, or 
of any other court of competent jurisdiction 
in a similar proceeding. 

Some objection has been made to the 
presence of Walter H. Wilson on the com- 
mittee after the date of his resignation as city 
controller. The record of the committee 
shows the appointment of Mr. Wilson and 
not of the city controller. His services ap- 
pear to have been given as a private indi- 
vidual and not as an official. 

„In my opinion, the city of Chicago (as a 
municipality) has no interest in the fund or 
its distribution. It is now the duty of the 
courts to control the proper administration 
of the fund, and all contributors should be 
entirely satisfied with the course to be pur- 
sued by the gentlemen of the committee un- 
der the decree of the court.” 


Would Let Peddlers Shout, 

A setback was given another matter before 
the council in which Ald. Utpatel has been 
active when an ordinance practically nulli- 
fying the ordinance prohibiting peddlers 
from calling their wares was sent back to 
the judiciary committee. An amendment per- 
mitting the shouting of ilce and similar 
cries between the hours of 8 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
was approved by the committee without 
warning to the opponents of the noise nuis- 
ance last week, and it was on this fact that 
the opponents of the peddlers based their 
principal attack. 

The measure was called up by Chalrman 
Donahoe of the committee and Ald. Charles 
M. Thomson opened the fight against it. 

“The city council would look foolish,” he 
declared. “if it were to pass an ordinance 


after full consideration, see it sustained by 


the Supreme court, and then proceed to strike 
it off the books.”

NEW YORK TALKS TO DENVER; 
TELEGRAPH OVER SAME WIRES 


“Phantom” Wire Service for Telephon- 
ing and Telegraphihg Simuftaneous- 
ly Completed to Western City. 


— — 

Eleven persons in New Tork and eleven 
persons in Denver, 2.000 miles apart, talked 
back and forth at each other last night at 
the same time over the four wires of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, which have just been completed to 
form the longest direct connection of its kind 
in the world. Not only that, but men at in- 
tervals of a few hundred miles along the line, 
in Omaha and Chicago, broke in on their 
conversation without disturbing the working 
of the apparatus. 

All this took place on the phantom wire. 
All the while two men at each end of each 
wire with duplex telegraph instruments were 
using the same wires for the transmission of 
messages in the Morse code just as though 


N the same copper strands were not carrying 


near-transcontinental conversations. 

The record made from New York to Denver 
may soon be broken, however, for the con- 
tinuation of the through line to San Fran- 
Gisco is planned. Each of the four wires is 
about the size of a lead pencil.

FIVE BUILDINGS RAIDED. 


Pirate Car“ Crew Drives Off El- 
evator Men at the Point 
of Revolvers.

Union labor sluggets and gun men re- 
sumed their activities yesterday in the bulld- 
ing trades war growing out of jurisdictiona! 
fights of the plumbers against the steam- 
fitters, and of the machinists against the 
elevator constructors: 

Efforts to bring about peace in the war 
between the plumbers and the steamfitters 
were made at a conference of contractors, 
architects, and unlon officials. The peace et- 
forts failed end another meeting will be held 
today. 

Sluggers swooped down on workmen at five 
buildings under construction, brandishing 
revolvers, beating men, and chasing their op- 
ponents off jobs. Seven alleged sluggers were 
arrested. Four were arrested in a smal! riot 
at a building at North State and Kinzie 
streets, In which a union elevator constructor 
was attacked and beaten, and three men were 
arrested at Sixty-second street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, following an attack on a force 
of steamfitters employed on the new Fiek 
school. 

Lay in Wait for Worker 

The disturbance at North State and Kinzie 
streets took place when Samuel Roberts. 
3119 South Clark street, emerged from the 
building. Four men, who evidently lay in 
wait for elevator constructoks, set upon and 
beat him. Roberts incurred several scalp 
wounds and was beaten on the face and body. 

While the fight was in progress a riot call 
wae sent to the Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion and a wagonload of policemen respond- 
ed. Those arrested a short distance from 
the scene of attack were John McConville, 
1300 Raleigh court, a union machinist; Jo- 
seph Watson, 18 West Lilincis street; Joseph“ 
Cullen, 658 North Curtis street, a rigger; and 
Charles Dose, 4268 Montrose avenue, a 
machinist. The victin was taken to the 
Paseavant hospital. 

The prisoners refused to make a statement. 
They were locked up on charges of assault 
with deadly weapons with intent to kill 


Assailants Flee Police. 

At the Fisk school three men entered the 
building during the ndon hour and attempted 
to chase steamfitters off the job. One work 
man sent in a riot call to the Woodlawn police 
station. A wagomload of policemen respond- 
ed, but the assailants fied. Later C. F. Piper, 
Roy Graham, and William Schwartz were 
arrested and taken to the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue station. No guns were found on them 
and they denied having threatened the work- 
men at the Fisk school building. 

One of the “ pirate cars was pressed into 
service in an attack on elevator constructors 
at a building at Thirty-seventh and Rockwell 
streets. The automobile was filled with. 
“ sluggers.”” Three men alighted, went into 
that building, and chased a force of elevator 
constructors away at the point of revolvers. 
The entire slugging crew escaped, 


Motorcycle Squad Routs Attackers. 

At request of workmen on a building at 
8115 West Madison street, Inspector Lavin 
sent a squad of motorcycle meu to head off 
an attack on elevator workers, threatened 
by five gunmen, who arrived on a Madison 
street car. The attacking party, however, 
escaped before the arrival of the police, 

Boilermakers, machinists, blacksmiths, and 
sheet metal workers employed on the Rock 
Island railroad system threaten to strike 
as a result of the discharge of one man for 
“ insubordination.” The men also demand 
higher wages. About 8,000 men are involved 
in the dispute. A strike vote is being taken 
the result of which will be announced with- 
in a week.

Senator Borah Is Pleased.~ 

Senator Borah is greatly encouraged by the 
vote today to make direct elections the un- 
finished business. There is reason to believe 
there will be comparatively few speeches. 

lt was_the purpose of Senator Sutherland 
of Utah to ask the adpotion of his amendment 
retaining in the hands of the federal govern- 
mcit power as to the time, manner, and 
places of holding senatoria! elections. This 
amendment was adopted last winter and 
caused the southern Democrats ‘to vote 
against the Borah resolution, thus defeating 
it. It would not be surprising should the 
Sutherland amendment fail of adoption dur- 
ing the present session. If this be the case 
the passage of the Borah resolution is as- 
sured. 


ive Progressives Shun Caucus. 

The Republican caucus this afternoon was 
attended by only four progressives— Borah of 
Idaho, Brown of Nebraska, Dixon of Mon- 
Gana, and Kenyon of Iowa. Senators Bris- 
tow of Kansas, Clapp of Minnesota, La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, Poindexter of Washing- 
ton, and Works of California remained away. 
Senator Crawford of South Dakota is not 
well, and Senatore Cummins of Iowa and 
Bourne of Oregon are out of the city. Not 
a dissenting vote wae cast against Senator 
Gallinger, who was proposed as the caucus 
nominee for president pro temopre. 

The refusal of the five progressives named 
to attend the caucus has caused considerable 
concern to the Republican leaders. This is 
the firet time any Republicans have declined 
to take part in a caucus, and it may mean 
the continuation of such a policy and conse- 
quent weakening of Republican discipline. 

The progressives adopted this serious 
course because they were advised that Gal- 
Unger would be nominated as the partys 
choice, and they did not intend to be bound 
by the action of the regulars. They do not 
believe the New Hampshire genator would 
give them fair treatment in his rulings. 


Action of Gallinger Cited, 

In support of their view they point to the 
sharp practice in which they claim he in- 
dulged in connection with committee assign- 
ments. They madea written agreement with 
Mr. Gallinger in reference to these assign- 
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ments. He asked permission to keep the 
paper, and then, according to the progressive 
charge, denied that any agreement such as 
they stated had been reached. Under the 
circumstances they felt they could not sup- 
port him. 

The presiding officer of the senate must be 
elected by a majority of those present and 
yeting. A strict party vote would give forty- 
five for Gallinger, forty-one for Bacon, and 
five for Clapp. The régulars are studying 
the rules with a view to showing that an 
office can be filled by a plurality vote, If their 
search should not be successful, they intend 
to urge a couple of Democrats to find it expe- 
dient to remain away from Washington.

The impression prevails in Springfield that 
Hatfield would have no difficulty in obtain- 
ing the $250 which he would be compelled to 
deposit in court to dismiss the motion for 
an appeal which Attorney John J. Healy, 
formally entered.

OLD ORDER PASSES 


Imperial Edict Establishes 
Constitutional Form of 
Government. 


GRAND COUNCIL GOES. 


Composed of Members of Former 
Body and Prince Liang Tun 
Yen; Prince Ching Premier. 


PEKING, May 8.—The long awaited edict 
abolishing the grand counci! and substituting 
® constitutional cabinet of ten members was 
issued today. 

The cabinet as announced, however, is made 
up of the present grand councilors, with the 
addition of Liang Tun Yen, the former presi- 
dent of the foreign board, who is now travel 
ing in the United States 


Responsible to National Assembly. 

Prince Ching becomes premier and minister 
of foreign affairs, and Na-Tung and Heu Shih- 
Ohang are made vice prime ministers. Liang 
Yun Yen is named second foreign minister. 

Otherwise the presidente of the various 
boards become the ministers, respectively, of 
their departments. 

The change is in line with the demands of 
the national assembly for a constitutional

satile last evening at the Studebaker, 
where he appeared in the protean attitude of 
librettist of the entertainment as well as 
principal player. 

Such energy does not deserve discourage- 
ment, so record will be made of the fact that 
many of those in attendance at the first per- 
formance had/sa gay time, while others, among 
whom I reluctantly include myself, had not.

Those who found it difficult 
to become engrossed in a troubjous love affair 
impersonated by Mr. Percival ‘as a \frivolous 
Heidelberg man and Miss Olive Ulrich as an 
Iowan village belle, were not pleased. Those 
who did not, were pleased. But nearly every- 
body joined in with Mr. Robyn's seductive re- 
frains, which,. while well within memory, were 
graceful and alluring; and Mr. Martinetti’s 
dainty dancing inspired admiration equally 
general, 

Things were proceeding in the customary mu- 
sical comedy channel last evening when sud- 
denly Mn Percival was discovered by his 
American fiancée making unimportant love 
to the fat daughter of his German landlord. At 
once the scene was changed. A sinister nymph 
with vine leaves in her hair appeared and as- 
sailed him with tempting goblets of wine. On a 
darkened stage she plied him with liquor until 
he no longer was himself, and the curtain fell 
with Mr. Percival helplessly inebriated, while 
the sprite did an intricate toe dance around his 
prostrate form. With that ominous vision there 
was little or nothing doing in the neighboring 
bars in the course of the intermission.

However, this tmpressive phase of Will o' 
th' Wisp” was but passing, and as the play 
proceeded Mr. Percival, by much iduous 
acting, again ensconced himself in inp affec- 
tions of his lady love. He appeared variously 
as an Italian tenor, an Englishman of title, a 
German prince, and such other unconsidered 
trifles as occurred to him in the campaign of 
reinstatement; and all to the accompaniment 
of song, dance, and jest, of more or less of an 
expert nature.

The dandelion has tonic properties which the 
good mothers and grandmothers of New ng 
land appreciated to the full. And they liked 
this green above any of the vegetables in the 
cellar. Its flavor, even after ft became quite 
dieter, and required long cooking, was as de- 
licious to their taste as that of any plant that 

w. 

The dandelion as greens has far more charac- 
ter than spinach, having all the latter's virtues 
plus some of its own. Dr. Fenton B. Turck was 
uoted by Tums TRIBUNE a year ago to the effect 
t “the lowly weed” was nature's own rem- 
edy for purifying the system. He sald: “The 
dandelion contains potassium salts and iron, 
Which help to make the blood more alkaline in 
action, and thus to eliminate poisons from the 
system. It is particularly valuable in the spring 
of the year—the only time when it is tender 
enough to use, in fact—because of this quality 
as a cleanser. In addition it possesses phos- 
phate, which helps to build bons and tissue.

The Interesting Story of India Paper 


NDIA paper is the name given to a very thin and light, but tough and opaque kind of paper used for making 
books of which it is desirable to reduce the bulk and weight to a minimum without impairing durability or af- 
‘fecting the legibility of the type. The name was originally given in England, about the middle of the 18th 
century, to a soft absorbent paper imported from China, where it was made by hand. The name probably origi- 


nated in the prevailing tendency of those times to désctibe as “Indian” anything that came fro 
(as, for example, Indian ink). This so-called India paper was used for printing the earliest and 


of engravings, hence known as “India proofs.” 


How It First Came From the Far East 
The name of India paper is now chiefly associated with European (especially British) machine-made, thin, 
opaque printing papers used in the highest elass of book-printing. In 1841 an Oxford graduate brought to England 
from the Far Bast a small quantity of extremely thin-paper, which was manifestly tougher and more opaque, for 
its weight, than 2 paper then made in Europe. He presented it to the Oxford University Press, which, in 1842,

In 1874 a copy of the India paper Bible fell into the hands of Henry Frowde, and experiments were inst 


tuted at the Oxford University paper-mills at Wolvercote with the object of producing similar paper. 


In 1875 an 


impression of the Bible, similar in all respects to that of 1842, was placed on sale by the Oxford University Press. 
This feat of compression was regarded as astounding, the demand was enormous, and since then hundreds of 
thousands of these India paper Bibles have been printed by the Press both of Oxford and Cambridge. 


Tests at the Paris Exposition 


The marvels of compression achieved by the use of India paper created great interest at the Paris Exposi- 


tion in 1900. 


Its strength was as remarkable as its lightness; volumes of 1,500 pages were suspended for several 


months by a single leaf, as thin as tissue, and when they were examined at the close of the Exposition it was 


found that the leaf had not started, the paper had not stretched and the volume closed as well as ever. The paper, 


when subjected to severe rubbing, instead of: breaking into holes, like ordinary printing paper, assumed a texture 
like that of chamois leather, and a strip 8 in. wide was found to support a weight of 28 Ibs. without yielding. 


Materials and Production 


The material used in the manufacture of India paper is chiefly rag, with entire freedom from mechanical 
wood pulp. The remarkable opacity of modern India paper is mainly due to the admixture of a large proportion 


of mineral matter which is retained by the fibres. 
There is no India paper produced in the United States.

In the whole world there are only nine mills that 


manufacture it—two in England, two in Germany, two in Italy, one in France, one in Holland and one in Belgium.

“ CACIOUISMO.”

It is this word that has become in modern 
Mexico an equivalent for our word boss,“ 
though, of course, the American boss is not 
much like the Mexican.

This information is admirably given tu 
an article in the ‘Independent, written by 
an American who has lived half a lifetime 
in northern Mexico, and gives the fairest 
and most intelligent briet discussion of con- 
ditions Tus Triscne has yet seen. 

Caciquismo is the outgrowth of the ne- 
cessity, which Dias confronted when he de- 
“came president, of having loyal agents in 
control of the government throughout the 
country. The governors of the states, for 
example, are elected nominaly. Actually 
they, are chosen by Dias. Hach governor 
in turn imposed his selections for the mu- 
nicipal chiefs throughout his and in 
the same way controlled the state legis- 
lature and the judiciary. * a 

The system was a political feudalism the 
head of which was Dias. Doubtless it was 
better than the perpetual revolutions of the 
preceding period. Neverthelegs its evils, 
based on the Spanish theory that public 
office is private graft, have grown to be 
intolerable. Here is a forceful descrip- 
tion translated. from N Pais of Mexico 
Oity: * . 

Wherever a Mexican cacique holds 
sway, his power is felt in four main direc 
tions: lands, water rights, fines, and women. 
As soon as the cacique steals for himself 
the water of the village to irrigate the land 
‘which, but a short while before, he also 
stole, the citizens who find themselves re- 
duced to miséry or condemned to die of 
thirst get together to plan a defense, A 
committee ig named to present their com- 
plaint to the ‘cacique’ next above. The 
committee fails after receiving nothing but

terillo’ or pettifogger, who leaves the citi- 
gens stripped to the skin in exchange for 
a very fair cudgeling which he gets on turn- 
ing the corner of his house. 

“The committee next hunts up a lawyer, 
a ‘sefiorén,’ a big bug,’ of the kind that 
don’t allow themselves to be beaten, who 
work miracles. To cover the costs cach 
citigen makes a sacrifice, selling a burro or 
mortgaging a little piece of property; sacri- 
fices permitted only by their deep indigna- 
tion, and Gnally they manage to furnigh 
fuel for the engine of law which is to destroy 
the immunity of the boss. The lawyer toils 
and sweats, and after all he, too, conf 
his powerlessness. '

The system of caciquismo Dias has 
shown himself unwilling to mitigate in the 
least, up to his recent message. The insur- 
rectionists want reliable guaranty that the 
system will be broken up. Americans will 
sympathize with this demand. The special 
pleading of writers like James Creelman 
has not deceived them. It is true, as we 
constantly are being told, that Mexico has 
prospered under the Porfirian régime. ‘The 
point at issue now is this: the “ overhead 
charges are too heavy. The Mexican peo- 
ple are wise in demanding that the pros- 
perity resulting from the development of the 
country’s resources shall be more widely 
distributed and that the foundations of po- 
litical and social progress be laid on broader 
bases than is possible while men of the old 
régime have control of the whole machinery 
of government, executive, legislative, and 
judicial branches alike, throughout Mexico.

BEAUTIFUL BRIDGES, 

The debate over whether Chicago should 
consider beauty as well as utility in building 
her bridges seems to rage about the question 
of ornamentation. 

The emphasis is unfortunate. The old 
world is full of beautiful bridges which have 
no ornamentation. The most important ele- 
ment of beauty in a bridge is the curve of 
the span and its general proportions. This 
chief element is compatible with strength, 
durability, and economy. 

As a matter of common erperience it is 
fair to say that our experiments in orna- 
mental detail have not been very happy. 
Really beautiful detail is the product of a 
more sensitive and loving craftsmanship 
than nowadays exists, generally, at least, 
and the machine is soulless. 

On the other hand, strong, beautiful, sim- 
ple bridges should be within our reach, 
though an observation of our park bridges 
is not encouraging. Many ef them are 
ugly, many are without beauty or character, 
A really fine span hardly exists.

“In my eyes the matter of the women’s 
nether garments is a purely secondary ques- 
tion. It is not their clothes, but their re- 
ligious sentiments that I wish to see changed. 
It is perfectly indifferent to me whether their 
women wear pantaloons (bracces) instead of 
skirta. What I oare for is faith and good 
works. You have customs which are not 
those of other Christians. Your women weer 
pantaloons, and you fear that t will be ac- 
counted to. them es @ sin, since you know 
that tis written in our books that panta loons 
are meet, not for women, but for men. That 
le why you have thought fit to consuk ma. 
Do not worry yourséif about this. Do exactly 
as you see fit; presérve your former national 
oustoms or adopts ours, since in a certain way 
you ere becoming « new people by becoming 
Christians. And after ali, if you and your 
women retain or ebandon the pantalones 
thet will help in nothing to your seivation, 
neither win it increese your virtue The 
first men had recoutwe to girdles. As tong 
as you were heathen you hed recourse to 
pantaloons. Now that you are Christians 
your new faith will fortify you against sin 
and will become to you and to your women 
spiritual pantaloons

Art Institute Show. 


‘MANY PORTRAITS LEADERS. 


Pensive Twilight Landscapes and Vivid 
Marines Prevail.

The water coior exhibition, which will open 
tonight with a reception at the Art institute, 
is, as usual, a mixed affair. But among many 
Flet ures of average quality or less are a few 
whose presence would make any exhibition 
distinguished. — 

Also there is a large number of personal, 
clever, gay little things, small sketches of 
one thing or another, which hang modestly 
among larger and usually less interesting 
pictures, refusing to be obliterated. 


Alice Schille,, Martha Baker, and James 


Verrier gave me the strongest pull during a 
fret tour of the galleries. Alice Schille has a 
teug of her own as spicy as the scent of ar- 
nations. Her market place crowds, her oid 
“women and little children, even her blue har- 
bor scenes, are like no one else's; they give us 
the flavor of the subject, as it appars to a 
seen eyed, sympathetic, humorous, imagina- 
tive personality. And she is more successful 
with water colors than with oils; she seems to 
une the lighter medium more freely and get 


ber best results with it 


Pastel Portraits Are Alive, 
Martha Baker surpasses hereelf in this 
exhibition. She also Seems to try too herd 
in ofls; at least, her two oll figures in recent 


‘exhibitions gave thet effect. But these two 


pastel portraits of chikiren, especially the 
one of Miss Virginia Wegner, are vigorously 
and delightfully alive, with just thet little 
imaginative emphasis which gives wings to 
the flesh, a soul tothe clay. The pastel por- 
trait of the older lady ie less successful, but 
the miniatures of Sefiora Sorolla and Mise 
Tooker are admirable for their beauty of 
color and their spiritual unity and truth. 

In Verrier’s contributions are two small 
marines, stormy bits of the Maine coast ; sim- 
ple little studies, but se intensely diue and 
white and green, and so intensely alive with 
the motion of breaking waves thet they 
might almost have been — by Winslow 
Homer himself.

Sacrifice of Bloomington’s Fran- 
chise Brings Peaee to Minors. 


QUINCY NOW IN THE CIRCUIT 


Last Hitch Removed at Meeting Here; 
Season Opens Tomorrow. 


BY HANDY ANDY. 

A flag of truce wag swung to the breezes 
yesterday at the Palmer house and the war 
which threatened to disrupt the Three Eyes 
league came to an end. Peace reigned su- 
preme, even Dick Kinsella and M. H. Sexton 
hobnobbing in ari effort to get things etraight~ 
ened out so there would be no hitch in the 
carrying out of a schedule for 1911. 

The settlement of the strife, however, was 
brought about only by the sacrifice of Bloom- 
ington officials and fans of their franchise 
and its sale to Quincy, which lately had tied 
up the circuit through the injunction process. 
Edward Holland, with authority from the 
Bloomington Baseball association, arrived 
at the meeting with the dove of peace perched 
upon his shoulder and the sale of the fran- 
chise to Quincy was ratified by the magnates 
by unanimous vote. 


One of Original Clubs Left. 

Holland, who has been connected with the 
national pastime in one way or another for 
the last twenty years, did not care to see the 
circuit go to smash and prevailed upon his asso- 
ciates to dispose of their franchises and thus save 
the league from ignominious death. The with- 
drawa) of Bloomington leaves only one city—Rock 
Island—of the origina] eight which organized the 
Three Eyes league eleven years ago this spring. 

The admission of Quincy spoiled the plan of the 
northern clubs to stand out for the original circuit 
of eight clubs. Quincy by the deal is the big win- 
ner in the transgption and the other elubs hold the 
bag. By the terms of the sale Quincy paid to the 
Bloomington club $1,000, ostensibly for the fran- 
chise, but there was an understanding whereby 
President Hofer was to have the three best players 
on the team. The three men selectd by Maneer 
Myers, if put on the market, probably would bring 
into the exchequer of the the Quincy club in the 
neighborhood of $1.200 to $1,800. 

In accordance with the national commission's 
suggestion, the eight clubs of the cireult appro- 
priated §2.500, the sum paid by Quincy to the Cen- 
tral association for its release. Bloomington re- 
ceived, a check from the Three Eyes League for 
this amount, less $800 as its share of the assess- 
went covering the $2,500. 

Bach club was given until May 31 to send its 
shere of the 52 500 to President Tearney. 

It was agreed at the meeting to have the schedule 
start tomorrow, and Wilson Bering of Decatur was 
authorized to draw up a schedule of 140 games, the 
season to end on Sept. 2. According to resolu- 
tions adopted, the season will open as followe: 
Waterloo at Dubuque, Davenport at Rock Isiand, 
Springfield at Quincy, and Peoria at Danville. By 
the time these games are completed Mr. Bering 
will have the schedule completed.

It was Known that new 
factory sites were to be opened near Rein and 
that the proposed line would be close to the city’s 
limite. but officials of the Elgin Road Race asso- 
ation had no ink}ing that their course wae ip 
danger until surveyors appeared and set“ hel 
stakes on a line that would bisect the track. 


Change Route of Railroad. 

Then they frantically began pulling wires, with 
the result that the new line now is to be located 
Just east of McLean avenue, which constitutes one 
of the legs of the course. The change is expected 
to benefit the promoters of the race, for the reason 
that it will be possible eventually to run train 
within easy walking distance of the grandstand. 

The line ie to start at the Ilinois Central tracks 
at Coleman and is to connect with the Chicaga, 
Milwaukee and 8t. Paul, and Elgin, Jollet, and 
Bastirn lines, just inside the Elgin limits. The 
projectore wished to lay their tracks west of Me» 
Lean avenue and across the D. B. Hornbeek farm, 
at about the exact apot where the road race grand- 
stand is to be located. Mr. Hornpeek, who is & 
stockholder in the Elgin Road Race association, 
objected strenuously to the scheme and after 
arousing the aseociation officials and other stock- 
holders, officials of the line were 
suaded to change their plans. It is said an effort 
will be made to finish the line in time for the 
transportation of spectators to the races.

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RECIPROCITY BILL 
ABOVE POLITICS 


Taft Tells Farmers He Will 
Push Plan Even if Repub- 
licans Lose. Votes. 


0 INJURY TO ANY. 


„President Says All Classes Will 
Gain by Freer Trade 
with Canada. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.— President Taft 
indviged in some plain talk today in ex- 
plaining to twenty-five members of the Na- 
tional Grange that he does not inténd to 
play politics with the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement even if the enactment of that 
measure by congress costes him the farmer 
vote. 

The president said he was sorry to hear 
that Republican farmers would desert the 
party if the agreement goes through, but 
that fear of such desertion would not change 
his conviction as to the wisdom of such leg- 
islation. He said that he believed reciprocity 
to be the best thing for the whole country 
and that he did not intend to argue it. 

N. P. Hull, spokesman for the farmers, in- 
timated strongly that Republican votes are 
likely to be lost if reciprocity is passed. 

“Tf reciprocity goes through,” he said, It 
means that we must take lese for our wheat 
and bess for our products and will injure the 
Republican states of Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont.” 


Taft Uses Plain Words. 

I have no disposition to interfere with the 
prosperity of those who make up the bone 
and sinew of our population—the farmers— 
and I am convinced that Iam in no way inter- 
fering with it.“ said the president. Iflam 
—if we carry through this treaty and it turns 
out that it does produce injury, it can be 
repealed by a single congress. I am con- 
vinced that after it has been given one year's 
trial neither side will think of reversing it. 
That is my conviction. I cannot go into an 
argument. 

Lou say that the Republican farmers ard 
going to desert us if we put that through lam 
sorry if that is to be the case, because I have 
a personal liking for the Republican farmers 
a little mite stronger than for the Democratic 
farmers, although they are all citizens of the 
United States.

MINNESOTA FARMERS PROTEST. 

That President Taft violated the constitu- 
tor in negotiating the reciprocity pact or 
treaty with Canada is the charge made by a 
committee of Minnesota farmers which 
passed through here yesterday. Its members 
propose to make this charge on the floor of 
the senate in Washington. 

P. V. Collins, spokesman for the committee 
of nine, which was chosen at a meeting of 600 
farmer delegates in St. Paul on April 11, de- 
clared that the agreement could only be con- 
sidered as a treaty. As such, he said, it re- 
quires a vote of three-fourths of the senate 
to ratify it. In attempting to present it as a 
bill to be passed by a majority of both houses, 
he said President Taft is overstepping the 
constitution.

FEW LARGE CORPORATIONS 
IN CONTROL OF BRICKMAKING. 


Machines Replacing Men in Industry as 
Demand Becomes Greater Owing to 
the Call for Fireproof Material. 


‘Washington, D. C., May 8.—[G@pecial.}—The 
brickmaking industry of the country grad- 
ually is being concentrated in the hands of a 
few big corporations, according to the United 
States geological] survey. Not only are the 
small brickyards disappearing but the labor 
of thousarids of men is being replaced by 
automatic brick handling machines. 

The success of the brick handling machine 
is Illustrated by the experience of the Illinois 
Brick company of Chicago. Thig concern’s 
machines mold the clay, carry the bricks 
to the drier, thence to the kiln, and finally 
to the stockyard or delivery car without be 
ing touched by human hands. Each machine 
does the work of forty men. The everage out- 
put of a brickyard in 1900 was valued at 
$14,859, but in 1900 rose to $32,818. Modern 
machines produce 18,000 brick an hour. 

The enormous fire tax on the people of the 
United States imposed by flimay and inflam- 
mable buildings, says the bulletin, has 
aroused public sentiment on the subject of 
fireproof construction, and, as a result, the 
demand for fireproof structures is increas- 
ing, and growing up of bueiness in bricks and 
other products of burned clay has been the | 
natural consequence, The use of hollow 
bullding tile or block for outer walls seems 
to be on the increase.”
